The Pul- 
pit ( I confetle) ſhould be the AHercic Seat ; but your 
linnes haue made it a T+5b#n«l,or Bench of Judgement: 
Nothing but the thunders of Smas, ( and ſcarce thoſe) 
can weaken vs from our dead (leepe: this is ( [ma ſecu- 
ritas) deepe Securitie, fitly applied to vs , wholeis ( Sine 
cura 4145) an Age without care; orrather, if you vvill, 
( Se carans 4145) thatloue none but our ſelues, and that 
not cnough toſecke our owne peace : Let me ſpeake it 
in rhe tune of Jeremie (Non habet wirerins,quod noſtris mo- 
ribs addat peſteritas) we flow with thoſe (ins, towhichno 
following poſteritic ſhall be cuer able to adde ſo ſprea> 
ding an infeRion of (inne is among vs,that, as in a great 
Plague, we wondernot ſo much at them which dic, as at 
them vvhich ſcape ; ſo there is nothing a Wonder, a 
Mirror, a Miracle in Nature, but he that liues vnſpot-

Wee have peruſed the Mappe,to theend of the In- | 


ſcription , the Deſcription ſtands next to our fpeach ;

calling to the Watchman, with the voyce of deriſion, 


What he ſaw in the night, &c, Aproud Edomnite;ſecuring |þ 


himſelfe in the ſtrength of his owne armes,deriding the 
Prophet of God, which came againſt him with the 
burden of Warres: this is theſenſel faſten on. I haue 
read other Expolitions, as if it was a queſtion of feare: 
I approue and dwell on the former : " the perſwali- 
on thenof immunitie, impunitie, and ſafe ſtanding out 
of the reach of Earth,of Hell,of Heauen, proceedsthis 
Queſtion. Ed» hath ſhaken off the yoake of 1/rae, 
and begins tocrowne his dayes with the Roſe-buddes of 
Peace, and not to fearethe Sword of Egipr, nor A/bur, 
nor Gods himfelfe in Heauen: their conceit was (though 
fainedly ) as ſtrong of this Mount Seir, asthe promiſe 
of God was really tructo Mount Syex, neuerto be mo- 
ued, though the battlementrs of Heauen ſhor T hunder, 
and the pillars of the Earth quaked. 

Thereis queſtion about the name of this Sir, ſome 
affirmeit deriued from &/as, as being the place where 
heand his generation dwelt : Indeed the nature of E/au 
andthe name of Seir,agrees fitly, for both (ignific Bri/> 
feled,or Hairy s butithad the name of Serr, before E/au 
came thither, Some H:brewes thinke the Mountaine 
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was call:d Ser , from the apparition of Deuils, who 
Acwcd themſclues in the ſhapes of hayrie men, ſuch as 
the Fawnes were imagined to be. But molt like to take 
denomination from Ser the Horite,Gen. 36,20, who in- 
habited there long before Eſan : And the Horites in their 
mount Seir , vnts the plaine of Paran; it being the Coun- 
trie of the Horims or Horetes: Eſau was drawne hither 
for many reaſons; 1 becauſe that corner of Canaan about 
Hebron, where he and his brother /acob dwelt, were too 
ſcant for their Flockes : 2 becauſe Mount Seir fitted 
&au's minde, being a place of excellent hunting : 3 his 
Wiues were of that Countric: 4 Gods providence (o 
diſpeſed of Efan's remouall, that «cob might liue in lafe- 
tie: And cuen in this, God wrought Eſas's good, by 
putting him out of (araan; forthenwiththe reſt of the 
({ anaanites they had beene deſtroyed by 1/rae/;but God 
made good that temporallbleſſing vpon E/ax and his 
ſeed, which his father ac gaue him, Indeed the Ama- 
{kites (though deriued from &/aw) were deſtroyed by 
1/ra«l; but the reaſon may be thus gathered, becauſe 
Amalek was the Sonne of Elphaz (theſonne of Eſau }by 
a Concubine: the 1d«maar:, that were legitimate ſuc- 
cellors, were preſerued: ſuch was the different reſpes 
to the right, and to the baſtard (ced; for God is ſayd to 
give Mount Ser to E/an; 1 gane vnto Elau mount Scir ts 
poſſefſe it; therefore the 1/raelites among their ſpoyles of 


Canaan, were exprelly forbidden to deltroy it, Tee ſhall 
not proneke them, far { nill riot gine yon of their Land, ſo | 
much as a foot breadth, becanſe 1 hane ginen mount Scir to 
Eſau for a poſſeſ/ion:Such was Gods mercy to E/an for his 
Fathers ſake , that his poſteritie was made greatand hos 
nourable : Butif the Hories firlt inhabired Muunt Serr, 
| how comes the poſteritic of E/as to cnioy it ? It is an- 
ſweredin the 2 of Dewr, The Horims dwelt in monnt Scir

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lefle then theirs ; but, Excep: your reghteonſncſſe be mores 
exceed, you ſhall not ſee heauen, Hethar inquires the way 
to Heauen, and curnes towardir,hath paſt two degrees of 
my Text , and his owne Pilgrimage; but he gets little 
of eyther praiſe or comfort, except he come hometo it: 
Heere is not ſo much perſcueranceleſlened, as perfeis 
on: there is extreame wrong, cxtreame righrand mercie, 
Thetwo firſt ſhall be ſhutout of Heauen; the laſt onely, 
hath a promiſe of entrance. Judgement without mercy, 
ſhall be to him that ſhewes no mercy; not tothe cruell onely, 
butto him that is but meerely iult: The want of Tuſtice 
is not onely damned, but the want of Mercy : the Rich 
Churle went to hell fur not relicuing Lazarm,though he 
wronged him not, If the vſurer part with his cxtortions, 
the Wanton vvith his Minions , the Cheater with his 
Frauds, the Tradeſman with his Oathes, he thinks him- 
ſelfe by this time a high Chriſtian, and that God muſt 
needs bletſe him, he is ſo repentant. If the long perſwa- 
fions of many Sermons, can worke this on vs, that vve 
abatz of our former outragious licentiouſneſle,vve trait 
ſpunge vp ourſelues; and with a conceit, that we hauc 
done much for God, out-face all reproofes : but he that 
hath much forguuen bim,loues much. The Prodigall does 
not onely turne from his Harlots and vices, but comes 
home to his Fathers houſe: T here vvasno tint in that 
finfull Womans penitence, till ſhe had powred flouds 
of teares on the feete of our Sauiour : The conſcience 
of Z <chers was not disburdened, by cealing his extor- 
cio, but by reſtitution tothe wronged, miſeration 
tothe diltrelſed, cuen to one halfeof 4ys goods , and 
theſe ar: the commended penitents. 

How ſorts our praQtiſe with this Doctrine? ſhew me 
a facrilegious Patron, a Pyrate of the Church, that (if 
his hand ceaſe from ſpoyling God of his Tithes, yet) 
will repayre the breaches his rapine hath made : ſhew 
me'a Bribce-guiltic Officer, (ceke out vvith wet eyes, and 
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reward with a full hand,the wronged Suitors : how many | 
aremore cruell-hearred then 1#das , that neyther on 
repentance nor deſpaire well bring backe the price of 
the Poores Bloud, vyhich they haue ſucked ? Behold 
the earehly Churie, ro make hisſonne a Gentleman, 
prolticuting his honeſtie, conſcience, ſoule, and forſa- 
king his owne mercy : ( as the Prouerbe is vile, if cuer 
true, H.ppy is that Sonne, whoſe Father goer to the Demill:) 
Afterhe hath mouwed Corne, or fatced his Oxe , onthe 
very place,{vb; Troma fwit )wherethe Towne ſtood nay, 
kenneled his Dogs vvithin the walles of the Santua- 
ric; and turned the Hall of Charitie into the Parlour 
of Pride; his Body linkes to the Graue, and ( it is to be 
feared ) his Soule to Hell, beingrung thither vvith che 
pcales of Belles'and curſes, The better - inſtructed 
Heire, ( to omit thole that exceed the tiranny of their 
Fathers) ſeeing and deteſting his dead Fathers deader 
courſes, vvithdrawes his hand from extortion, from 
depopulation, but what reaſons-can make him a re(to- 
rer 2-i is enough-( he thinkes) roceaſe wronging.

fore-ſecing their falſhood, weakeneſle , aggrauation of 


his miſcries ; with an humbled Heart, remorcefull Con+ 
ſcience, Teares in his eyes, Prayers and Cries in his 
"tongue, (ollicites his negleed Saujour, to pittie his di- 
ſtrelſe , and haue mercy vpon him : theſe Meſſengers 
haueno ſooner pierced the Heauens , but downe comes 
the ſpirit of Grace and Mercy, with Pardon and free Re- 
miſſion , payment of all Debts, and diſcharge of all 
SOIroWes, 

If cuer you meet with Friend moreable,more willing, 
more certaine,todae you good, reie this counſell ; The 
breath of all men 15 in their noſtrils, and there is no helpe in 
them, though they were Princes, when not onely their ma» 
ecriall parts, Fleſh, Bloud, Bones, and Marrow, but cuen 
part of che inward man, fo farre as their worldly intend- 
ments went, Their Thoughts perifh, But God was, is, and 
is to come ; not onely in Power, but in Mercy , Sweets» 
\ neſle, ProteRion, leſs Chriſt yeſterday, and to day, and 
the ſame for exer,
